The approval) of the wine bill came 
near the close of a long, nerve-wrack- 
ing day in which the house spent con- 
siderable time debating before defeat- 


ing a proposal to criticize the senate 
for alleged failure to act on its bills, 
and the senate likewise became em- 
broiled in a controversy, this one over 
the imposing of a limit on debate 
which came just before action on tax 
exemption and tax limitation measures 
were set over for definite action Tues- 
day. ‘The senate controversy ended 
when the upper branch of the assem- 
bly voted to limit debate on all meas- 
ures to 30 minttes and placed a 10- 
minute limit on personal privilege 
speeches. 

The house will hold a session today 
at which general bills with loca] ap- 
| plication only will be acted upon. The 
| Senate recessed over the week-end in 
‘order to permit important committees 
| to act on matters pending before them. 
These committees include the sub- 
| committee of the temperance commit- 
|tee which is under instructions to re- 
‘port a prohibition repeal referendum 
| proposal to the full committee Monday 
noon as-well as to report on the beer 
bill. A subcommittee of Senator 
William Lester’s appropriations com- 
mittee also will work over the week- 
end preparing a new appropriations 
measure which will generally adhere 
to the figures of the budget commis- 
sion which the house did not do in 
the bill it passed earlier in the week.

QUITMAN, Ga., March 8.—Mrs. F. 
S: Williams, who would have been 96 
years old May 10, died here this morn- 
ling at the home of her daughter, Mrs, 
S. M. Myrick, after a brief illness. 

She was one of the last survivors 
who actually saw the Battle of Atlan- 
ta, having gone to the Confederate 
camp to visit her husband, who was

City Assessor for 14 
Years Was Formerly Po- 
litical Leader. 


William A. Hancock, one of the 
best known residents of Fulton coun- 
ty, and tax assessor of Atlanta for 
14 years, died Friday night at his 
residence at 180 East Seventeenth 
street, N. E. 

Mr. Hancock would bave been 73 
years of age today. He had been ill 
for 10 days. 

Born and reared in Atlanta, he 
tas educated in the public schools 
here and later entered the brick busi- 
ness, founding and heading a number 
of large brick manufacturing com- 
panies here before he entered politics 
nearly 30 years ago. 

He was councilman and alderman 
for a number of years when he re- 
sided in West End, 
powerful figure in political affairs of 
the city although he was of a quiet 
and retiring nature. He had friends 
in every walk of life and formerly was 
active in the work of the West End 
Baptist church. 

Mr. Hancock retired five years ago 
after serving as tax assessor for 14 
years, being associated with John Ma- 
lone, and with Joe Little and Harry 
Peérkerson, who are present tax 4as- 
SeSsOrs. a 

His long career in city politics, cov- 
ering a period of 30 years, gave Mr. 
Flancock a wide knowledge of city af- 
fairs. His hobbies were his family 
and his work and during the years he 
was an official of the ¢ity he labored 
untiringly in-its behalf. : 

He is survived by his wife; and 
three daughters, Mrs. George M. Hope, 
Mrs. J. H. Macy and Mrs. Paul M. 
Coleman, all of whom reside’ in At- 
lanta.

“The senate wasted time in send- 
ing my resolution to the _ postoffice 
committee,’’ he told interviewers. “It 
should have sent it to Farley.”

As for the charge that Farley ac- 
cepted a $1,000 donation to the party 
campaign funds from E. P. Knotts, 
a man under indictment in 1933 for 
mail fraud, and that this sum had 
been collected by Clyde O. Eastus, a 
United States attorney in Texas, in 
return for “arranging” the Knotts) 
case. the committee said: | 

“The very fact that Mr. Farley’ 
wrote the letter quoted by the author} 
of the resolution thanking Mr. Knotts) 
for the contribution tends to show, 
the innocence of Mr. Farley. Mr.' 
Farley did not know the man and} 
had never heard of him and under| 
the circumstances he cannot be blam- 
ed for his action in the matter.” 

The majority also asserted a fraud 
order later was issued under author- 
ity of Farley against Knotts and the 
latter was indicted and convicted.

ade for the benefit of mountain boys 
and girls, 

Miss Martha Berry, founder of the 
schools, showed Mr. and Mrs. Ford 
about the buildings, which they had 
not seen since their last vigit three 


years ago. 
A red Energetic. 

The auto manufacturer, who is one 
of the world’s richest men, appeared 
extremely energetic and walked from 
building to building as Miss Berry 
told of the plans for the future of 
the school. 

Ford danced with students at an 
old-fashioned square dance, which was 
given in honor of the Fords Friday 
afternoon in Henry Ford hall. The 
manufacturer is interested in old cus- 
toms and manners and appeared 
pleased with the reception the Berry 
students gave him. The boys pre 
sented him a cane, and the girls gave 
Mrs. Ford flowers. When the gifts 
were presented, the Fords rose and 
bowed, but neither would speak. In 
fact, Mr. Ford maintained a Cool- 
idge-like silence most of the time, 
except for one instance. 

He just couldn’t resist kidding with 
the children he met at the Possum 
Hollow school, a small mountain 
school near Rome. Though he didn’t 
say much even then, all the children 
laughed. 


Ford first, years ago at the home of 
Thomas A. Edison.

LEAD FIGHT ON NRA 


Richberg Bandies Statis- 
tics With Angry Chorus 
Over Fate of Small Man 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—(?)— 
Bitter denunciation of NRA’s effec: 
upon small business b Senators 
Borah and Glass tonight ithe toa 
close a day of running debate over 
the recovery law which started be- 
tween Donald Richberg and members 
of the senate finance committee. 

Borah and Glass, seasoned senate 
debators, took the floor after Rich- 
berg, the administration spokesman, 
and members of the committee had 
tossed figures and arguments at each 
other for two hours over the success 
of NRA in providing work and rais- 
ing wages. 

With crowded galleries listening, 
Borah demanded vigorous enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust laws and a 
division of wealth, which he said was 
impossible under monopolies. 

Glass, using the vituperative vo- 
cabulary for which he is famous, de- 
nounced the NRA law as “abom- 
inable” and said all the power of the 
government had been used to “intimi- 
date and to boycott the small indus- 
tries of this country.” 

Senator Long, whose voice has 
sounded often in recent days against 
the administration, also hastened to 
add to criticism of the NRA in the 
debate. 

Testifying for the second succes- 
sive day in the finance committee's 
investigation of NRA, Richberg found 
himself facing a semi-circle of more 
than a dozen senators vieing with 
each other to thrust questions at him. 

He contended NRA had provided 
,000, new jobs and given a tre- 
mendous boost to total pay rolls, but 
conceded the pressure under which the 
codes were drawn resulted in many 
“doubtful” provisions. 

Richberg and Senator LaFollette 
engaged in a duel of figures. 

La Follette thrust out with unem- 
ployment statistics estimating unem- 
ployed at 10,830, in December, 
1934, compared with 10,613,000 in 
December, 1933. 

Richberg, with a lighted cigar and 
holding his eye glasses in one hand 
while he gestured with the other. 
parried with “we had an increase of 
3.000,000 jobs before December, 1933.” 
This boost, he contended, was “a hefty 
sum. 

“Yes,” La Follette agreed, “but we 
haven’t made much progress since.” 

La Follette then read figures that 
factory workers were getting $20.71 
in December, *1934, as compared with 
$18.50 in December, 1933. 

Richberg came right back with fig- 
ures showing that a group of manu- 
facturing pay rolls jumped from $96,- 
000,000 a week in June, 1933, to $132,- 
000,000 in December, 1934, and ar- 
gued that by June, 1933, they had al- 
ready risen from the low point. 

An hour or two after the commit- 
tee recessed, asking Richberg to re- 
turn Monday, Borah took the senate 
floor to challenge the testimony of the 
emergency council Lead that NRA had 
not harmed small business. 

Not So Simple. 

“The question is not so simple as 
that,” Borah told the senate. 

“You cannot determine the effect 
of NRA on small business by statis- 
tics on business failures, 

“Tt is not alone a question of how 
many are actually driven out of busi- 
ness, but whether small business en- 
terprises are compelled to live on the . 
ragged edge of bankruptcy while the 
larger enterprises are enjoying vast 
profits. 

“I have found only one code that 
adequately protected small business, 
In the other instances, the codes were 
framed by large business and enforced 
by large business and it was utterly 
impossible to prevent large business 
interests from really directing and 
controlling the course of the industry. 

“The small businessman is con- 
stantly struggling against bankruptcy, 
while the larger industries are enjoy- 
ing as high as 200 and 260 per cent 
of net profits.” 

“There are those like General John- 
son who believe it is time for the small 
businessman to pass out of the pic- 
ture,” Borah said, and then, refer- 
ring to an address of the former NRA 
administrator, he continued: 

“He said last night that the advance 
of civilization would necessitate the 
elimination of the small businessman, 

bets Monopoly. 

“It may be that General Johnson 
is wise enough to know what is going 
to happen. Maybe the small man will 
ultimately be crowded out. I do not 
believe so. I pray God that it be 
not so.” 

Senator Glass interrupted to say 
that Johnson had actually gone fur- 
ther and suggested that the govern- 
ment should exercise its powers to 
speed up the process. Later he again 
stopped Borah to cite two instances 
in which he said small business had 
been harmed by NRA and that even 
his protests did not protect them. 

Borah said he could not’ under- 
stand Richberg’s recommendations 
with reference to the anti-trust laws 
but inferred “that he proposed to 
leave the matter precisely where it 
was when the NIRA was passed.” 

“We know combinations have been 
going on,” he told the senate. “At 
least 137 codes provide means for 
price fixing which is all monopoly 
asks to maintain its power. If you 
permit price fixing, you are simply 
making monopoly possible.” 

Borah conceded that the anti-trust 
laws had never been properly en- 
forced, but said it was not the fault 
of the law, but of “the unwillingness 
or inability under certain circum- 
stances of the administrations in pow- 


er to enforce the law.” 

To this Glass added: 

“Not in the whole 45 years of the 
existence of the law was one tithe as 
much effort made to enforce the anti- 


trust law as has been made in the 
past two years to enforce this abom- 


inable NRA law, and to use all the 


powers of the governmett to intimi- 
date and to boycott the small indus- 


tries of this country.” 
Launching into his demand for dis- 


tribution of wealth, Borah said that 


when the depression began 2 per cent 
of the people had 80 per cent of the 
wealth. His powerful voice rising, be 
declared : 

“That condition cannot exist under 
a republic. There must be a greater 
distribution of wealth. I am not one 
of those who believe in taking wealth 
from ‘A’ and giving it to 1 
don’t believe in repudiation or confis- 
cation.

SCREW WORM FUND 


MAY BE HELD UP 


Proposal Coupled With 
General Appropriations 
Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—(?)—| 


Delay of the federal screw worm con- 
trol program, with possibility of the 
pest gaining serious headway, appear- 
ed likely today, for want of funds. 

President Roosevelt asked congress 
for $480,000 to finance eradication 
work, but the fund was tied to the 
general agriculture appropriation bill 
and will not be available until this 
bill is enacted, which might require 
weeks, 

Possible consequences of such a de- 
lay were emphasized by a department 
of agriculture warning there is “every 
reason to believe the southeastern 
states. face another screw worm out- 
break.” The department added that 
rigid precautions must be taken to 
avoid a repetition of the “screw worm 
disaster of 19384.” 

Meanwhile, the bureau of entomol- 
ogy said its control work will be 
“very limited’’ until it obtains addi- 
tional money, explaining its regular 
funds were about exhausted. 

The bureau said, however, it would 
do all it could to advise farmers in 
methods to prevent heavy losses of 
live stock because of the pest. A bu- 
reau bulletin issued through the ag- 
riculture department Wednesday said 
April 15 must be set as the dead line 
for all farm practices which leave 
open wounds on live stock, and sug- 
gested that animal breeding be timed 
so the young were not born in the 
fly season, 

The screw-worm fly, comparatively 
new in this country, deposits eggs on 
wounds of* animals and these hatch 
quickly into maggots which dig into 
flesh and cause death. 


Okefenokee Road Bill 
Is. Signed by Governor 


Designed to facilitate the building 
of a highway through the Okefenokee 
swamp, Georgia’s natural wonder- 
land, a bill authorizing the federal 
overnment to acquire rights of way 
or road construction through 
swamp was signed Friday by Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge. 

John W. Bennett Jr. and Russell 
Twitty, Ware county representatives 
who sponsored the measure, expressed 
delight at the signing of the bill and 
the hope that the federal government 
shortly would apply relief and pub- 
lie works funds for the building of 
a road through the swamp, one of 
the few areas in the nation where 
wild life thrives as it has thrived 
for hundreds of years. 

Embracing an area of 700 square 
miles, Bennett said that the swamp 
was one of the most beautiful spots 
in the world, and was rich in wild 
life. 

The state highway board is now 
making a survey of the swamp to 
ascertain the approximate cost of 
building the road, and to determine 
the best route for such a road, 


COUNT IN SOUTH SHOWS

There were some conspicuous ex- 
ceptions to the lower trend in indus- 
triala and utilities.

MR. PATTERSON 
DIES IN FLORIDA 


SARASOTA, Fla., March 8.—(4)— 
Malcolm Rice Patterson, 74, twice 
governor of Tennessee, died here to 
night. 

He had entered a hospital a few 
days ago for rest and observation for 
heart trouble. A kidney ailment com- 
plicated his condition, physicians 
said. 

Born at Somerville, Ala., June 7, 
1861, Patterson practiced law at Mem-

serving from the tenth Tennessee dis- 
trict for two terms, ending in 


907, 
when he was elected governor for the 
first time. He was governor from 
1907 to 1911. 

Patterson was judge of the first 
circuit court of Shelby county for 
many years. 

The body will be sent to Memphis, 
arriving there at 6 p. m. Sunday. 
Funeral arrangements have not been 
made, 

The widow and three children were 
here when death came. They had 
arrived in Sarasota yesterday.

The carriers are combating increased 


operating costs with no appreciable 
gain in revenue. The result is a de- 
cline in their net operating incomes. 
Several roads have Weavy financial 
obligations to meet in the next year, 

et, traders point out, much pessi- 
mism “arising from these factors has 
been discounted in the market Rails 
have been battered steadily. Union Pa- 
cific, for instance, this week has 
shown six points loss to a new low 
since 1933. Normally this would cause 
at least a technica! rally with some 
of the important railroad issues selling 
in the low price area. 
no sign of such a rally yet. 


RAIL AVERAGES SAG, 


dustrials and utilities showing a slight 
gain in trading volume which reached 
only 440,000 shares—the Dow-Jones 
railroad average sagged back close to 
the low mark since 1933. This easi- 
ness came in face of the weekly car- 
loadings report which showed a gain of 
51.746 cars over the preceding week. 

It was a disconcerting showing for 
the optimists who have gained some 
little hope in the past few weeks as 
the industrial average showed strong 
resistance around the 100 mark. But 
there was encouragement in the reports 
from the trading floor that some in- 
vestment trusts were buying leading 
rail shares while other traders report- 
edly were switching out of the higher 
priced rails—such as Union Pacific 
and Chesapeake and Ohio—into the 
lower priced issues such as New York 
Central. 

LETHARGY SEEN. 

Inability of the rails to make any 
showing dampens any enthusiasm for 
new commitments in the market. The 
lethargy shown in today’s trading like- 
ly will carry over to tomorrow for 
the two-hour session. 

Business and legislative reports, 
meanwhile, furnished no market incen- 
tive. Motor car labor trouble caused 
a little nervousness concerning the mo- 
tor car industry. Dun & Bradstreet’s 
weekly trade review told of a spring 
pickup starting, but added the line 
that in most industries there were 
com}'sints of lack of profit. 

Tracers continue to be nervous over 
foreign exchange market. The dollar 
now is about steady as compared to 
last Saturday, sterling having recov- 
ered most of its week’s loss and gold 
currencies having lost most of the gain 
they made. Some traders and brokers 
believe this situation must be cleared 
out before any decisive share market 
can be expected. 


| Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, March 8.—Bank 
clearings were the highest so far this 
year. ‘The total for the 22 leading 
cities in the United States for the 
week ended Wednesday, March 6, as 
reported by Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., 
was $5,947,995,000, against $5,24%,- 
767.000 for the same week of last 
year, an increase of 13.3 per cent. 
This contrasted with a gain of 
per cent in the previous week. At 
New York city, clearings were $4,- 
101,231,000, an increase of 10.5 per 
cent over the amount reported last 
year, while the aggregate for cen- 
ters outside of New York of $1,846,- 
764,000 was 20.2 per cent higher. 

Clearings both this year and last 
cover the heavier monthly settlements 
incident to the first week of the 
month. The total for the week was 
in excess of that for the five-day week 
preceding by $1,328,043,000, whereas 
for the same two weeks of last year,

988,000 

Clearings were especially heavy at 
most of the outside centers. For no 
week in over two years has the to- 
tal for the cities outside of New York 
been so high as that reported the past 
week, The gains were especially large 
at Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Chicago, 
Detroit, Cincinnati, Richmond, Atlan- 
ta, Dallas, St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Portland.

Nancy Bucyets Her Food Bills With a Heart!

“Isn't it terrible the way the food 
costs eat into the budget. I try to be 
as economical as 1 can, but even 80 
the bills are sad, just sad. And so am

ONTARIO TO NAME. 


TORONTO, March 8&—4)—The 
Ontario government moved today to 
| secure new guardians for its five fa- 


‘lets, by making them “special wards 
of his majesty the king as _represent- 
ed by the ininister of public welfare 
of Ontario.’ 

A bill was introduced in the legis- 
‘lature by David A. Croll, the welfare 
'minister, empowering the cabinet to 
‘appoint a board of guardians with 
authority over the finances, education 
‘and physical well-being of the chil- 
dren. 

These “active guardians” will share 
‘authority with the father, Oliva 
‘Dionne, the “natural guardian.” and 
‘with Dr. Allan Roy DaFoe, whether 
or not the physician is appointed as 
a guardian. 

All the guardians would be directly 
responsible to the minister whose ap- 
'proval is essential to all contracts 
‘and who will hold the quintuplets’ 
money in trust for them until they 
become 18, 

Significance was attached to a sée- 
ition of the bill which reads “con- 
tracts entered into by the old guard- 
ians are confirmed, but those which 
'did not receive the guardians’ approval 
are null and void and incapable of 
performance and may not be sued 
upon in any court.”
